Exploration has begun to determine 
what will become of the present 
Emeline Fairbanks Memorial Library 
Structure, after the new building is 
constructed and opened for occupancy 
Sept. 1, 1978. 

Discussions involving key citizens and 
the appointment of two Vigo County 
Library Board members to study the 
issue are attempts made by the board to 
preserve the local landmark. 

Ned Bush, a board member and 
curator of the Eugene V. Debs Founda- 
tion, and Carolyn Henson, board mem- 
ber, were named to coordinate the re- 
search. 

“The citizens of Terre Haute have felt 
very badly in the past because many of 
the city’s landmarks have disappeared 
in the name of progress," according to 
Mrs. Betty Martin, VCPL assistant di- 
rector. 

“I sincerely hope enough citizens will 
show support so this culturally and 
historically valuable building may be 
preserved. 

Several sources have indicated to the 
TRIBUNE the building may become the 
future site of a museum of natural 
history, labor, antiques or something 
similar. 

According to Mrs. Martin, who com- 
mented in the absence of Ed Howard, 
VCPL director, ‘‘the building has great 
museum possibilities.”

“The building is not all chopped up 
and it’s generally well arranged. It's 
ideally suited for a museum," she 
added. 

Mrs. Martin stressed, however, the 
building would have to be operated by an 
organization or group with available 
funds to invest in such a project. She 
said, *the building does not need to be 
gutted, but let's face it—the old lady 
needs a facelift.“ 

She said operating costs yearly 
amount to approximately $10,000. And 
the dome, one of the building's most 
architecturally outstanding features, is 
in need of repair. This work is estimated 
at $20,000. Mrs. Martin said the building 
would probably need to be air condi- 
tioned, if it were to house important 
collective material. 

The new owner would almost have to 
have continual yearly operating funds in 
order to support the building. 

The library is composed of two levels 
and a balcony which would provide 
18,000 square feet of space. Mrs. Martin 
said there is very little commercial 
value involved in the matter 
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Discussions concerning the 
structure's potential are planned to be 
conducted with Indiana State Univer- 
sity According to Guille Cox, library 
board attorney, "ISU is involved in 
discussions because of the university's 
proximity“ and interest in expansion. 

Presently, who will obtain the title of 
the building at the time of the transfer 
is “a legal mess.“ Cox said. 


It was explained the school board 
controlled the city's original library 
located on North Eighth Street. In 1903 
Mr. Crawford Fairbanks offered to give 
a library building to Terre Haute as a 
gift. The city then had the responsibility 
of obtaining land (the current site.) 

In 1906 negotiations were accepted 
from the school corporation to maintain 
the facility because it had managed the 
former site. During that period, it was 
customary for school and library boards 
to be one in the same, Mrs Martin said. 

In 1974 a resolution was adopted by the 
school board, then operating as a Class 
II public library, to convert to a Class I 
public library under the provisions of the 
“Public Library Law of 1947." 

The boards then separated and a new 
library board was appointed according 
to the provision of law 

It is conceivable, however, title of the 
library could be obtained by the city, 
when a library is no longer housed in the 
building. 

Cox said he is investigating the legal- 
ity of the matter.

Howard stated that, “ISU seemed 
best suited to preserve the building 
and agreed to do so for the communi- 
ty" 

Howard also stated there had been 
much speculation as to how the build- 
ing would be used in the future, but 
nothing definite has been decided to 
far ; 

The university must, however, 
keep the name of the building, main-

City's old library granted

unanimously passed an ordinance last week 
authorizing the transfer of the Vigo County 
Public Library property at 222 N. 7th St. 
from city to ISU control. 

The library facilities are scheduled to be 
moved to the new library, located four 
blocks south of its present site, upon 
completion of the structure in the fall. 


City Councilman Kenneth Thomas said 
granting the old property to ISU was ‘‘more 
orlessa gift from the city of Terre Haute." 


Prior to the passage of the ordinance, 
Councilman Jack Neaderheiser 
recommended that ISU trade some of the 
property it owns along the Wabash River, 
near the Sycamoré baseball field, in 
exchange for the city-owned building. 


The campus has about 90 acres of 
unused swamp lands near the Wabash 
River, said Neaderheiser. “This land 
might be utilized for more convenient 
dumping purposes in years to come.“ The 
councilman later withdrew his proposition. 


President Landini said the building will 
not officially be under ISU's control until 
the library facilitiesare moved to the new 
location in the fall. He added that it is 
uncertain which campus facilities will 
move into the building. 


“Because the nature ofthe building does 
not lend itself to a quick academic 
occupation without a good deal of 
renovation, we will spend more time 


deciding what to do with the building,“ he 
said. 
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eg did cite possible uses of the 
building. These include: 


A showplace for the Carson 


Antique/Historical collection. 
Anew department of journalism 
A science museum. 
A home for alumni affairs. 


The ordinance gives ISU the rights to the 
property, but stipulates that it must be 
“perpetually maintained, and the distinct 
architectural style be preserved." 


Neaderheiser estimated annual 
maintenance on the building to be about 
$15,000. 


Other stipulations under the ordinance 
include: 


That interior and exterior 
improvements may be made to the 
structure provided the original 


architectural style is preserved. 


That the building will continue to be 
called the “Emeline Fairbanks Memorial" 
building, and that the carved name 
“Emeline Fairbanks Memorial Library“ 
located above the front door, be retained. 


That the building be used for the 
education and recreation of students and 
citizens, and that a portion of the building 
beopento the public either free of charge 
or for such charge as may be necessary to 
defer the cost of any charitable, 
educational or benevolent activity 
conducted in the building. 


And that the property may not be 
transferred to any other group or 
individual unless it complies with the 
exceptions noted in the ordinance. 
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The Vigo County Public Library Building 
transfer to ISU has been approved by the 
Terre Haute City Council. The use of the 
building has not been decided upon. Some

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Library cornerstone 
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Almost 75 years after they were sealed on a copper box with an 
1899 penny imbedded it its lid, the contests of the box which had 
been put in the cornerstone of the Emeline Fairbanks Memorial 
Library on Aug. 10, 1904, were taken out and examined. 

There are few around who were present at the ceremonies of 
laying the cornerstone of the library that summer day and now the 
future of the use of the old library building is in question. 

In the box were pictures of Henry and Emeline Fairbanks and 
one of their son, Crawford Fairbanks, who gave the library to the 
city in memory of his mother. 

There also were pictures of Crawford Failey's two grand- 
children, the late Alice Failey Fiorito and Crawford Failey, now of 
Chicago, when they were children. They were the children of Fair- 
banks’ son-in-law and only daughter, the late Mr. and Mrs. Bruce F. 
Failey. 

The large estate of the Terre Haute industrialist, millionaire 
and philanthropist has been broken up and most of the vast local 
holdings sold over the years. 

Among the contents of the box were several copies of the pro- 
gram for the cornerstone laying ceremony at 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon with the Masonic Grand Lodge in charge. 

The program began with a downtown parade of Knights Temp- 
lars and Blue Lodges, and continued with music, prayer, orations 
and laying of the cornerstone. A hand-written note in the box 
stated that "Stone inscription carved by Melvin Safford. Copper 
box made by Francis P. Downey." 

George E. Farrington was master of ceremonies, Missouri 
Grand Chaplain Henry Weston gave the prayer, Grand Master 
George E. Grimes laid the cornerstone, orations were presented by 
Frank E. Gavin, Indianapolis, Past Grand Master, and William E. 
McLean, an outstanding local man; and a history of the building 
given by Spencer F. Ball, a copy of which was in the box. 

Architects of the Fairbanks Library were William H. Floyd and 
Charles E. Scott. 

In the sealed box were a drawing indicating the nature and 
location of a cornerstone and box in the building, a small picture of 
the architect's sketch of the building and a journal of the proceed- 
ings of the Common Council of Terre Haute, showing three ses- 
sions. 

In a yellowed envelope closed with a red wax seal, was a 
Sketch of the life of the donor, Crawford Fairbanks. 

Why a blotter ad for the F. W. Bird and Son, makers of 
Neponset Red Rope roofing, should be in the box is a mystery. The 
only answer may be that that company roofed the new building. 

The Masonic Lodge must have been extremely important on 
the occasion as enclosed in the box were a large penny coin 
marked Terre Haute Chapter No. 11," and dated Aug. 10, 1900; a 
Euclid Lodge Masonic apron, Masonic Advocate of August, 1904; 
1904 Masonic Calendar for Terre Haute and Vigo County, and pro- 
ceedings of an annual meeting of the Grand Lodge, fiftieth annual 
conclave of the Grand Commandery, Knights Templar of the State 
of Indiana, both in 1904, and the fifty-eighth annual convocation of 
the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Indiana, 1903. 

Schools were not forgotten in the materials in the box for there 
was a copy of the thirty-ninth and fortieth annual reports of the 
Terre Haute Public Schools and one of the twenty-ninth annual re- 
port of the public schools. William H. Wiley was superintendent of 
schools for these reports, one for 1892-3 and the other for from 
1901 to 1904. 

The Terre Haute City Directory of 1904, published by Moore 
and Langen, was enclosed in the box, as well as a copy of the 
Saturday Spectator. 

The Spectator copy was dated August 6, 1904, and was just the 
eighteenth copy ever printed as the weekly was started that year. 
Publishers were Rutherford and Nixon and the paper was 
published at 24 South Fifth Street every Saturday. There were 16 
pages in the issue.

The contents of the copper box (top) sealed in the cornerstone of the 
Emeline Fairbanks Library were in remarkably good condition. Photo- 
graphs included Crawford Fairbanks (top), Emeline and Henry Fairbanks 
(bottom right) and Crawford Fairbanks Failey and Alice Catherine 
Failey (left center). Various newspapers, including The Spectator, were 
found to be in excellent condition. 


News content of the weekly included an editorial protesting 
expansion of the city limits, Hog Waller Notes, letters to the editor, 
real estate news, Political Arena, Theatrical Notes, Dictates of 
Fashion, People You Know, Personal Mention, a whole page of 
Society news, one of Bill Smith Would Like to Know, and other 
small items. 

Ads of the times were interesting. Three ads appeared in the 
Spectator on mineral baths. One was for Magnetic Springs on the 
Banks of the Wabash at the foot of Walnut Street stating that water 
from the springs would be delivered to any part of the city for 20 
cents per gallon or a gallon every week for $1. Bronson's Artesian 
Springs, "Nature's Cure for All Complaints, stated that there was 
fresh water in the pool every day. The other ad was for P. H. Mon- 
ninger and Son, established in 1863, located at 1914 North Seventh 
Street, which sold Vineland Mineral Water. 

Many Senior Citizens will remember some of the businesses of 
that day such as Holloway Photo Shop, W.E. Long, manufacturing 
optician; Charles W. Pfeiffer, 21 South Sixth Street, leading bar- 
der;“ Terre Haute Electric Company, Citizens Mutual Heating 
Company, Terre Haute Water Works, Vickroy's Art Store, Hulman 
and Company, Dauntless Coffee, a genuine mocha and java; 
Foulkes Brother's, men's store; E. T. Hulman, camera shop; Big 
Four Railroad, Mrs. R. F. Williams, hairdresser; Great Atlantic and 
Pacific Tea Company, which advertised creamery butter for 22 
cents a pound; Arthur Baur Pharmacy, 701-703 Wabash Avenue; 
Vigo County National Bank; Terre Haute Printing Company, 24 
South Fifth Street, Joseph Gfroerer, owner; and jewelers, attor- 
neys, eye doctors and chiropodists. 

Grand concerts at Lake View Park were advertised, as were 
fashion livery, party carriages and hacks, at Livery and Boarding 
Stable, 518 Ohio Street. Ehrmann's Red Ribbon breakfast bacon, 
hams and lard were advertised, as were runabouts and touring cars 
at the Terre Haute Auto Club. 

Copies also were in the box of the Terre Haute Evening 
Gazette of Feb. 2, 1903; the Terre Haute Evening Gazette of Feb. 4, 
1903; the Terre Haute Journal of Aug. 9, 1904, printed entirely in 
German; the Terre Haute Morning Star and Express of Aug. 10, 
1904, and the Tribune Gazette of Aug. 9, 1904. 
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4 In these also were ads for Castoria, Peruna, Cascarets, 
Uneeda Biscuits, Slinger’s Art Store, Bresett’s Grocer, Clabber 
Girl Baking Powder, Albrecht's Department Store, Hornung's Shoe 
Store, Myers Brothers clothes for men, Thorman and Schloss, P. J. 
Ryan and Son and Isaac Ball and Son, undertakers; Chaney Auto, 
Vrydaugh, architect; Dr. A. W. Chase, nerve pills; Grand Opera 
House, performance of "Floradora; Southern Railway and North- 
western Line. 

News stories included one of plans for a new opera house to 
be called The Temple of Amusement,” at Fifth and Cherry streets, 
and of a Vandalia train derailment at Plainfield. 

Now that only one passenger train--Amtrak--runs through 

| Terre Haute, the advertisements for excursion rates on trains prove 
interesting. For instance, the Frisco System of the Burlington route 

| advertised a round-trip excursion to Chicago for the day for $2.50. 
Many of us took advantage of such Chicago excursions up until 
about 25 years ago. One could go north about 5 in the morning and 
return from Chicago about 5 in the evening. 

Then, the Vandalia line had Sunday excursions to Culver, Ind., 
Lake Maxinkuckee, and back for just $1.00; 50 cents to Waveland 
and back. The train left the station here at 6 in the morning and left 

| Culver for return at 5:13. Big Four excursions advertised were $1 
for round trip to Indianapolis. 

The sketch of the life of Crawford Fairbanks gave the history of 
the Fairbanks family from its beginnings in Yorkshire, England, it 
traced and described the life and accomplishments of Crawford 
Fairbanks. 

One wonders what the world will be like when the box put in 
the new library cornerstone is opened many years from now. Will 
the documents put in it prove as interesting then as these do now?
